‘There ought to be at at times of the 
year at least one cruiser of the Bonaventure 
Class cruising between Ghinkiang and Hankow, 
and the presence of such a ship would be a 
strong deterrent of riotous outbrenks, and a very 
moderate premium to pay for the security of 
British lives and interests at the river ports. 
Notwithstanding the plai rings that have 
been given since the beginning of this year as to 
the approaching crisis in China, dere is at the 
present moment when the crisis has begun, not 
one British ship of any size or strength on the 
Yangtsze. The only Nritish ships now on the 
river are the Iradcack, eodiark, Snipe, and 
Esk, all’ of these being diminutive gunboats, 
and fartoo sinall_ to have any deferrent effect. 
Here at Shanghai, where there ought always to 
be a vessel ofthe Bonaventure or Hermione 
class, there will probably be for some days no 
vessel all, when. the /fererione leaves for 
Wei wei on Tuesday next, and then her 
place will be taken by the Adanef, asmnall and 
ancient gun-vessel, with a speed of about 7 
knots only, The 24 nay also be here, as she | 
is-on her way down from Hankow, butas she 
is only a very small yunboat, and requires 
abot eight days to make the voyage fram 
Hankow to Shanghai, her power, usa protector 
of British interests, is eatemely sinall. 

The outbreak in the north of China will 
of course be followed by: similar events in 
the South, and the Yangtze provinces have 
been stipe for revolt fora long time past. As 
Dritish interests so vreatly. predominate in the 
Yangtze provinces, and as they are supposed 
to he politically earinarked as within the British 
sphere of influence, and uch plain warnings 
have been given asto their dangerous condition, 
it might have been expected that reasonable
